Most Economical Plan To

The Board of Public Works on 
Tuesday night launched a study on 
the possibilities of removing the 
car-tracks which now constitute a 
danger to motorists in the center 
of Main street.

W. P. A. money, Our present W. P. 
A. policy here in Andover seems to 
be based on a desire to use all we 
can get from the federal govern- 
ment and balance it with as little 
as possible from the town. Our 
town officials will admit that that 
is the plan, that that is the reason 
we were building gravel roads and 
we are cutting brush, and they will 
say that they feel the town does 
not want to spend any more money 
than it has to, a feeling which of 
course is very much justified. 

But is the town being really eco- 
nomical when it follows this policy? 
The W. P. A. plan is based pri- 
marily on a desire to give men 
work, but it has another feature of 
great importance, and that is get- 
ting some necessary work done. If 
we spend, as we did, $10,000 for 
materials and truck hire for put- 
ting gravel on roads that won’t re- 
tain the gravel, we’re wasting 
$10,000 of the town’s money and 
much more of the federal govern- 
ment’s money. But if we spend 
something more than .$10,000 on 
materials for needed projects, we’r? 
not wasting it, we’re investing it, 

Why not then have the town de 
partments compile a list of possible 
W. P. A. projects, together with 
figures on cost to the town, ete. 
They should be projects that are 
really necessary ones, not just pro- 
jects chosen in order to have pro- 
-ects, Over in Lawrence recentiv 
when faced with the desire to get 
Lawrence’s W. P. A, men off West 
Andover’s roads, a call for projects 
was issued. Soon there came forth 
suggestions for a municipal audi- 
torium and a new district court 
house, neither of which Lawrence 
needs or can afford, but they were 
mentioned because the city thinks 
it is getting a bargain. Just because 
we are receiving some money for 
labor is no reason why we should 
spend it on unnecessary projects. 
Let us use it to the best possible 
advantage on sewers, water exten- 
sions, sidewalks, and other things 
which are really needed, and which 
we in a few years would have to 
build ourselves without the finan- 
cial aid from the federal govern- 
ment,

1938 
CHAPTER X (Continued) 


Rule 27, Section 1. The agent, 
owner, lessee of any land or en- 
closure used as a dump, either pub- 
lic or private, shall cause all offen- 
sive material dumped thereon to 
be immediately covered and all 
other refuse matter dumped there 
to be kept level and the premises 
kept in a cleanly condition during 
the process of filling, 

Section 2. No person shall dump 
any offensive material unless hold- 
ing a permit from the Board of 
Health. 

Section 3. All possible care must 
be used to prevent the escape of 
dust and paper from the dump, and 
from the vehicles used in conveying 
the waste material to the dump. 


CHAPTER XI 


Cesspools, Privy-Vaults, Public 
Sewers 

Rule 28, Section 1. The owner or 
other ‘person or persons having 
control of any existing building or 
buildings hereafter erected or con- 
verted into a dwelling to be occu- 
pied by one or more families and 
from which a public sewer is ac- 
cessible shall in a manner and 
period of time satisfactory to the 
Board of Health cause such build- 
ing to be connected with such pub- 
lic sewer, 

Section 2, The owner or such per- 
son having control of any existing 
property hereafter erected or con- 
verted into one or more stores or 
other places of business where one 
or more persons are employed shall 
provide sufficient toilet facilities 
and wherever a public sewer is ac- 
cessible shall and in a manner and 
period of time Satisfactory to the 
Soard of Health cause such stores 
or places of business to be con- 
nected with the public sewer. 

Section 3. No cesspool, perman 
ent privy-vaults or other means of 
Sewage disposal shall hereafter be 
constructed or installed in this 
Town until a permit has been ob- 
tained from the Board of Health. 

Section 4, All cesspools hereafter 
constructed shall be of approved 
material and unless otherwise 
Specified by the Board of Health 
shall be located not less than 20 
feet from any dwelling and not less 
than five feet from the line of any 
Street, court, or bassage-way or no} 
less than five feet from line of ad- 
JOMing property, (total measure- 
ments being taken from the near- 
est outer circumference) and shall 
be not less than six feet in depth 
Measuring from the lower rim of 
the inlet pipe, not less than 6 feet 
In diameter (inside measurements) 
LO point of drawing in, and shall be 
Drovided With iron cover, and rim 
laid in cement, Overflow cesspools 
may be entirely covered with earth, 

Section 5, No permanent privy- 
vaults shall be constructed or main- 
tained on premises which are pro- 
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vided with a public water supply 
;}unless authorized by the Board of 
Health, All permanent privy-vaults 
hereafter constructed shall be of 
approved material and shall be fly- 
proot and unless otherwise specified 
Shall be located not less than 20 
feet from land of adjoining lot and 
not less than 20 feet from line of 
adjoining Street, court, or passage- 
way. All measurements are to he 
taken from nearest outer point of 
vault, 

Section 6. Temporary privy-vaults 
for the convenience of contractors 
or their employees may be erected 
or installed without a permit but 
only under the following  con- 
ditions: 

1. The vault must be at least two 
feet deep. 

2. Must be located so as to cause 
no annoyance to persons residing 
in the vicinity, 

3. The owner, contractor or agent, 
shall cause the contents to be 
treated in a sanitary manner. 

4. Immediately upon completion 
of the contract the owner or con- 
tractor shall remove the vault and 
leave the premises in a condition 
Satisfactory te the Board of Health 

Section 7. No indoor toilet or 
water closet except that which is 
provided with proper means of 
flushing with water at the time of 
using where water is available 
shall be installed in this town. 
Where water is not available for 
flushing indoor toilets, chemical 
toilets of approved material and 
construction may be installed un- 
der special permit of the Board of 
Health, if proper provision is made 
for the final disposal of the con- 
tents thereof, 

Section 8, Whenever a water 
closet, privy-vault, cesspool or 
drain becomes offensive or obstrue- 
ted, the owner, occupant, or agent 
of the premises shall cause same to 
be cleaned and made free or other- 
wise corrected, 

Section 9. Every owner, agent or 
occupant in which there is any pri- 
vate sewer drain, cesspool, or privy- 
vault shall keep same in a sanitary 
condition, and shall have the privy- 
vault and cesspool emptied and 
cleaned when necessary, or at such 
time as ordered by the Board of 
Health, Privy-vaults and cesspools 
Shall not be emptied except by 
such parties, and in such a man- 
ner as shall be especially author- 
ized by the Board of Health. If the 
owner or occupant shall fail to com- 
ply with such order the Board of 
Health may cause the nuisance, 
source of filth, or cause of sickness 
to be removed and all expenses in- 
curred thereby shall be paid by the 
person who caused or permitted 
same, if he has had actual notice 
from the Board of Health of the 
existence thereof, 


CHAPTER XIl 


Keeping of Swine and Live 
Poultry, Etc, 


Rule 29, Section 1. No person 
shall keep within the limits of the 
Town of Andover in any building 
or on any premises of which he 
may be the owner, tenant, or occu- 
pant, any swine without a permit 
from the Board of Health, which 
may be granted subject to the fol- 
lowing regulations in this chapter: 

Section 2, No person shall keep 
any swine, within 200 feet of any 
public way, or any dwelling ocecu- 
pied by any other persons than the 
family keeping the same. 

Section 3. No person shall keep 
more than three swine unless the 
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they are kept comply with the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

1. The yard shall be well-drained, 
and free from standing or stagnant 
water; the troughs or feeding plat- 
forms shall be of metal or cement, 
and cleaned at least once a day; 
No garbage or house refuse shall 
be fed upon the ground. 

2. The buildings in which swine 
are housed shall be maintained in 
a dry condition and cleaned at least 
once a week from the first day of 
May to the first day of November. 
The yards shall be cleaned suf- 
ficiently often, to prevent accumu- 
lation of manure and refuse. 

+, All such permits shall expire 
annually on the 30th day of April, 
and may be revoked at any time 
for cause, 

Section 4. No person ghall keep 
any fowl or poultry within the lim- 
its of the Town unless the build- 
ings or enclosure in which they are 
kept is at least 25 feet from any 
dwelling house occupied by any 
other person other than the family 
of the person keeping them unless 
a permit is given by the Board of 
Health, 

Section 5. The owners or per- 
sons in control of any building or 
premises in which cows, goats, live 
fowl, or swine are kept shall keep 
the buildings and premises clean 
and free from decaying food, filth, 
dirt and stagnant water. The build- 
ings and pens shall be white- 
washed or disinfected and put in 
such condition as the Board of 
Health may require or direct, 

Section 6. The owner or other 
persons or person having control of 
any existing buildings or building 
hereafter erected or converted into 
a barn for the stabling of horses or 
other domestic animals shall keep 
their barns, stables and yards clean 
and provide a_ pit constructed of 
cement or other suitable material 
for the veception of manure and 
other refuse matter or dispose of 
it as the Board of Health may re- 
quire or direct, 


CHAPTER XiV 


Offensive Trades, Occupations, and 
Practices 


Rule 30, Section 1, The Board of 
Health may prohibit and exercise 
control of the following trades and 
employment, viz: those of slaugh- 
tering animals, rendering of animal 
matter, manufacturing fertilizer and 
soaps, mixing and storage of re- 
fuse or vegetable substances, 
smoking fish or meat, refining oils, 
inaking egg dressing, varnish, 
glue, gas, gasoline, or any burning 
fluid except at the place or places 
Where such trades or employments 
are now lawtully established or 
Which hereafter may be assigned 
by the Board, such trades or em- 
ployment being either nuisances or 
harmful to the town, attended by 
noisome odors or otherwise injur- 
ious or dangerous to the public 
health, 

Section 2, No old rags, paper, or 
other refuse material shall be 
brought into or allowed to remain 
within any building used as a 
dwelling if gathered from any 
source outside of such building, 

Section 3. No person shall sell or 
olfer for sale any second-hand wear- 
ing apparel, bedding, household 
furniture, or utensils that may have 
heen exposed to any communicable 
| disease or that are infected with 
vermine until the same have been 
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cleaned and disinfected in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the Board of 
Health, 


CHAPTER XV 


Garbage Rules and Regulations 

Rule 31. Section 1. No person 
shall collect or remove from any 
dwelling house or other place in 
the Town of Andover, any garbage, 
srease, or refuse fatty matter with- 
out first obtaining’ a license so to 
do from the Board of Health, and 
in all respects comply with the 
conditions of such permit, All per- 
mits shall expire on the dist day of 
December and may be revoked for 
cause at any time by the Board of 
Health. No person shall receive 
such a permit without first filing 
& Sworn application and pay a fee 
of $2.00 for the use of the Town. 

Section 2, Every house shall be 
provided with a suitable metallic 
receptacle to keep garbage or swill 
until the same is removed by a per- 
son licensed to remove same. This 
receptacle shall he kept covered 
at all times except when deposit- 
ing or removing garbage. It shall 
be kept on the ground floor and con- 
venient of access and protected 
from animals as far as possible. 

Section 3. No person shall place 
in the garbage to be collected any 
tin-cans, water (dish water not ex- 
cepted), ashes, glass, oyster shells, 
clam shells, Sawdust, cork dust, 
Oils, shoes, dead animals, grass or 
lawn clippings, hair and all poison 
ous substances, Any garbage con- 
taining any of the above must be 
cared for by the owner at his own 
expense, 

Section 4. All such refuse col- 
lected or carried through the 
streets, square or highway shall be 
put and carried in a closed covered 
vehicle, box or container from 
which no odors can escape and 
Shall at all times when not neces- 
sarily opened to deposit such re- 
fuse, be kept securely covered. If 
any of the contents thereof should 
be spilled or fall upon the ground, 
street, walk, or premises it shall 
be the duty of the driver to replace 
Same immediately and remove all 
traces, 


CHAPTER XVI 
Disposal of Sputum 


Rule 32, Gection 1. The disposal 
of sputum in public places being 
adjudged a nuisance, source of filth 
and cause of sickness, Spitting is 
hereby prohibited upon the plat- 
forms or floors of any railroad or 
railway Station, bus or car, public 
building, church, hall, theatre, 
market or upon any public side- 
walk, or market, 

Section 2, Every person sutfer- 
ing from tuberculosis shall dispose 
of his sputum in a manner which 
shall not endanger the public 
health, 


CHAPTER XVII 
Milk 

Rule 33, Section 1. It is hereby 
understood that all milk produced, 
handled, or distributed in the Town 
of Andover is subject to all com. 
pulsory laws, rules and regulations 
now in effect or such new ones or 
amendments as may be enacted by 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 

Section 2, If a dwelling house or 
other place ig placarded as a place 
Where there is a disease dangerous 
to the public health no glass con- 
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(Continued from Page 11) 


tainers of milk may ‘be taken into 
or removed from such place with- 
out written permission given by the 
Board of Health, 


Section 3. All milk left at places 
under Section 2 must be left in 
paper or other containers that may 
be easily destroyed, 


Section 4. All milk sold or dis- 
tributed in Andover must either be 
pasteurized or from cows which 
have been tested and found free 
from tuberculosis. 

Section 5. All persons, firms or 
corporations engaged in the sale, 
delivery or transportation of milk 
shall annually on or ‘before the 3lst 
day of May furnish the Board of 
Health a list of the owners and lo- 
cation of the dairy farms from 
which the milk so jsold and de- 
livered or distributed is obtained 
and shall notify the Board of 
Health before making any change 
in their supply. 

Section 6. All Milk sold in the 
Town of Andover must conform to 
such bacteria standard as is now 
in effect or that may hereafter be 
established. 

Section 7. All milk ‘sold, ex- 
changed or delivered shall be pro- 
duced at dairy farms possessing a 
certificate of registration in full 
force and effect issued in accord- 
ance with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 94, ‘Section 160 and 
all subsequent amendments thereto, 

Section 8. All milk sold, ex- 
changed, or delivered, shall con- 
form to the Grades and Standards 
made by the Milk Regulation Board 
in accordance with the General 
Laws (Ter. Ed) ‘Chapter 94, Sec- 
tion 13 as amended. 

Section 9. Certified and Pasteur- 
ized Milk. 

1. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall sell, offer for sale, or 
hold in their possession with intent 
to sell, exchange or deliver any 
certified milk or cream in the Town 
of Andover unless such milk is cer- 
tified according to the provisions 
of the Law. 

2. All pasteurized milk must be 
pasteurized according to the pro- 
visions of Section 1, Chapter 94, as 
follows: ‘‘Pasteurized Milk” nat- 
ural cow’s milk not more than 72 
hours old, when pasteurized, sub- 
jected for a period of not less than 
30 minutes to a temperature of not 
less than 140 degrees nor more 
than 145 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
immediately thereafter cooled to a 
temperature of 50 degrees or lower. 

Section 10. No milk offered for 
sale shall be pasteurized more than 
once, 

Section 11. All milk or cream 
which is to be sold, delivered, or 
exchanged shall be kept at a tem- 
perature not above 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, except when such milk 
or cream is being processed. 

Section 12. All dealers except 
licensed storekeepers engaged in 
the sale, processing or distribution 
of milk or cream shall provide a 
separate room or rooms, well. 
lighted, ventilated, and properly 
screened in a location approved by 
the Board of Health in which the 
handling, bottling, and storing ot 
milk shall be carried on. All such 
milk rooms shall have a smooth, 
tight floor with sewer connections. 
if possible smooth tight walls and 
ceiling, running cold and hot water, 
approved facilities and methods for 
washing and sterilizing milk bot- 
tles and all utensils, a bottle filler, 
and facilities for storing milk and 
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cream at a temperature not above 
50 degrees F. The entire room or 
rooms and appliances shall be clean 
at all times and shall be used only 
for the handling of milk, cream, 
and milk products. 

Section 13. All bottles, cans, or 
other receptacles used for holding 
milk shall be sterilized insofar as is 
practical and shall be protected 
from contamination between the 
time of sterilization and the time 
when they shall be filled at the 
place of production or of process- 
ing of the milk and shall be capped 
with a machine capper unless the 
production is less than 20 quarts 
per day, 

Section 14. All coverings used in 
the transportation of milk or 
cream shall be kept clean at all 
times and used for no other pur- 
pose. All vehicles used in the trans- 
portation of milk must be kept 
clean, 

Section 15. No milk or cream 
shall be placed in a dirty, rusted, 
or punctured container, 


Section 16. No person shall serve 
or allow to be served any milk to 
be consumed on the _ premises 
where served unless such milk is 
contained in individual sealed re- 
ceptacles, each to be filled at the 
place of production or processing 
of the milk and to contain only the 
quantity of milk intended for the 
person served. 

Section 17. Milk or cream kept 
for sale in any ‘store, shop, res- 
taurant, market, bakery, or other 
establishment shall be stored in a 
covered refrigerator or cooler, 
properly drained and cared for. No 
receptacle containing milk or cream 
for sale shall be allowed to stand 
outside such refrigerator or cooler 
except while such is being sold. 

CHAPTER XVIII 
Care and Sale of Food Products 


NOTICE 
A public hearing on Chapter 
XVIII will be held at the Board of 
Health Office in the Town House 
Tuesday evening, August 9, 1938, 
at eight o’clock. 


Rule 34. Dealers shall not dis- 
play openly except when necessary 
to make a sale, food products of 
any description either within the 
store or shop, in the doorway or 
in the window, unless such food 
products be so covered or protected 
as to prevent contamination, from 
insects of all kinds, street dust, 
and contamination by animals. 

Rule 35, Section 1. All food 
products displayed outside the shop 
or store in addition to being pro- 
tected as required in rule 34, shall 
be placed on a stand or shelf which 
is not less than 30 inches from the 
ground. 

Section 2, The following shall be 
considered food products within 
the meaning of this regulation: 
meats of all kinds, fruits, berries, 
figs, dates, dried fruits and can- 
dies, 

Section 3. This rule shall apply 
to all food products while being 
transported through the streets in 
a vehicle of any description, 

Rule 36. Section 1. All persons 
engaged in the ‘sale, storage, dis- 
tribution or transportation of food- 
stuffs shall provide adequate covy- 
ered containers for the reception 
of waste food products and cause 
all such containers to be emptied 
frequently and to be cleaned at 
least once a week in a manner 
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satisfactory to the Board of Health. 

Section 2. Vehicles of street ped- 
dlers or vendors of foodstuffs shall 
be construed as to be included in 
this regulation. 

Rule 37. All premises used for 
the sale, distribution, or dispen- 
sing of food stuffs shall be equipped 
with adequate toilet facilities for 
the cleansing of the hands except 
that in the case of refreshment 
stands the ‘Board of Health may 
waive this clause (in writing) if 
in its judgment, adequate provis- 
ion is made for cleanliness. 


Rule 38, Every person employed 
in handling food for public con- 
sumption shall maintain his or her 
person or clothing, in a cleanly 
condition, and before beginning 
work and after using toilets or 
water closets shall wash the arms 
and hands thoroughly and rinse 
the same in clean water. 


Rule 39. No person shall keep or 
store any food stuffs intended for 
sale in any room used as a living 
room or for sleeping purposes. 

Rule 40. The owner, proprietor, 
or manager of any establishment 
selling or dispensing liquids, bever- 
ages, drinks, food or other refresh- 
ments for consumption in or about 
the place of sale or dispensing 
shall cause all glasses, cups, 
spoons, forks and other utensils 
used in the consumption to be thor- 
oughly cleansed and scoured with 
soap and hot water before being 
used by any other person, 

Individual cups or containers 
made of paper or similar material 
may be employed in lieu of dishes, 
and said cups or containers shall 
be destroyed after a single use. 

Rule 41, The wrapping of meat, 
bread, or food stuffs, dairy pro- 
ducts, fish, vegetables, or any food 
destined for sale or delivery for 
food purposes in newspapers or un- 
clean material is hereby prohibited. 

Rule. 42. -Whoever knowingly 
sells, offers for sale, or exposes for 
sale or has in his possession with 
intent to sell for food a diseased 
animal, or any part or product 
thereof or any tainted, diseased, 
corrupted, (adulterated) or de- 
cayed, or unwholesome carcass, 
meat, fish, vegetables, fruit, pro- 
duce or food stuffs of any nature, 
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or the veal meat of a calf killed 
under four weeks old shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in jail not 
exceeding 60 days, or by a fine not 
exceeding $100 or by both fine and 
imprisonment, 


CHAPTER XIX 
Ice 

Rule 43. No person by himself or 
by his agent or as a servant or 
agent of any other person, firm or 
corporation shall exchange, deliver 
or have in his possession with in- 
tent to sell, exchange or deliver 
any ice from polluted sources or 
any ice which on chemical or bac. 
teriological examination shows eyi- 
dence of sewage, or other objec. 
tionable matter or contamination 
or which is visibly polluted or 
soiled by dirt or in or upon which 
there is any visible foreign matter. 

CHAPTER XX 
Ice Cream Mix and Frozen Desserts 

Rule 44 (General laws, Chapter 
94 as amended by Chapter 373 of 
the Acts of 1934—Manufacture and 
sale of Frozen Desserts and Ice 
Cream), 

Rule 45. (General laws, Chapter 
375, Acts of 1984: Refers to licens- 
ing, Filing records of production, 
Place of Manufacture, Cleanliness, 
Construction and Operation, Refrig- 
eration, Apparatus and Equipment, 
Pasteurization, Bacterial Count, 
Sickness, and distribution.) 

CHAPTER XxX! 
Penalties 


Rule 46, Section 1. Any person 
who shall violate any provisions of 
these By-Laws, Rules or Regula- 
tions made by any Town Board 
under authority herein granted 
shall as except herein or otherwise 
provided be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence, 

Section 2. Any prosecution or 
complaint for any breach of these 
By-Laws, Rules, or Regulations 
must be made within six months 
from the time of such breach or 
violation,
